Such amendments become part of 
the consUtutloi^when ratified there- 
alter by legislatures In three fourths 
<SS) of tho lUtes. 

Wyoming Flnt

The resolution most widely

A survey shows resolutions have

— Bu t-lhe-leBlsIaturee-of-Alabamai 
niinols, Kentucky, Rhode Islond, 
Texas and Wisconsin later voted— 
some as much as nine ycors loler— 
to rescind the resolutions. 

The Pennsylvonla and Montana 
legislatures approved the 3fi per cent 
limit resolutions, but the governors 
of both states, vetoed them.
